NEW YORK, July 16.—The oft-re- 


peated assertion that "hanging is played 
out in New York" is no longer true. 
There is one less murderer in the 
Toombs prison to-day. Chastine Cox, 
"the burglarious murderer of Mrs. Jane 
de Forest Hull, was executed in the 
prison yard a few minutes before 9 
o'clock this morning. He was "game 
to the last. After the noose vras ad- 
justed, his lips moved as if in prayer, 
and a moment after, the spring was 
touched and he was jerked into the 
air. He died comparatively easy. 


The crime which Cox expiated with 


his life was the murder on the night of 
June 10,1870, of Mrs. Jane L. dcFore.st 
Hull, wife of Dr. Hull, while she was 
sleeping in her chamber at the Hull, 
residence, 140 West Forty-second street. 
On the trial, Cox's counsel admitted 
that Cox, by a suddeu impulse, dcter- 
11 ined to rob Mrs. Hull's house while 
passing by, that he attempted to open 
the front door but that his key broke 
in the lock, He then clamberjd along 
the stone coping on the front of the 
house, and finding the window of Mrs. 
Hull's room unfastened, threw it up 
and entered the room. He had secured 
the jewelry and was about leaving as he 
came, when Mrs. Hull recognized him 
and tri'ed to raise an alarm. He stifled 
her cries with the pillow and the polo- 
naise. 
When he found or thought that 


she was dead, he threw water over her 
face in the hope of reviving her. 
He 


then passed the candle he had before 
her eyes. Seeing that she was dead, 
he put the candle in his pocket, passed 
out by the window, and fled in the dark- 
ness of ihe night. Cox fled to Boston, 
where he was arrested chiefly through 
the instrumentality of Mr. Balch, a re- 
porter of the Boston Herald. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1C.—The 


annual report of Colonel Worthington, 
the statistician of the Agricultural De- 
partment, just made public, gives some 
interesting facts concerning i'arm labor 
and wages. In the Pacific and mining 
States and Territories the range ol 
wages for farm laborers, without board, 
is between $30.75 in Montana and $22.- 
50 in Washington Territory. 
Of the 


States east of the Missouri, Minnesota 
pays her farm laborers better 'than any 
other Northern State, monthly wages 
with board being $1633, while Ver- 
mont pays only $12.60. In the South- 
ern State? the prices paid ranee from 
$12.26 in Louisiana to $7.32 in South 
Carolina, the average being $9.60. The 
cost of subsisting the laborer for the 
average ol the whole country in 1880 is 
$7.17 a month, against $7.14 in 1879. 
The demand for laborers is good in all 
sections of the country. 


The political prospects of the Repub-

The Marseillaise Hymn. 


The words and music of the "Mar- 


seillaise" have been attributed to a cer- 
tain Rouget de Lille. He is said to 
have been born in 1760, and to have 
been the son a lawyer. In April, 1792, 
so runs the story, just after the French 
had declared war against the Austri- 
ans, De Lille happened to be in a gar- 
rison at Strasbarg. The mayor of the 
town invited him to dinner. The con- 
versation chanced on military matters, 
and De Lille, who was known to have a 
turn for music and poetry, was asked 
by one of the guests to (fompose some- 
thing suitable for the occasion. 
De 


Lille, excited by the dinner, and com- 
plimented by the demand, took his fid- 
dle as soon as he reached his quarters, 
and produced what Ulbaoh calls, "The 
eternal poem of the great apogee of the 
Revolution." 
It was originally known 


as the "Hymn des Marseilles." De 
Lille was in his later years twice sent 
to prison, and being reduced to the 
most sordid poverty, was obliged to 
translate English books, write prefaces 
to order, and do other literary hack la- 
bor to support life. 
A little before his 


death, when the greater part of glory's 
gilt and life's tinsel had been for him 
worn away by the hand of time, he wan 
"decorated with the Legion of Honor." 
Several pensions were also conferred 
upon him, and there is no reason to 
doubt that they were paid, when most 
of the passions which money can grati- 
fy had long been cxtingaiBhed in him 
by age. 
He died in 1836.
